For 
veeks and weeks, Prince Albert 
endured pain since his condition 


was aggravated by his presence 
in the cold, wintry climate 
where th e battleships were sta¬ 
tioned. Finally, he went ashore 
but he came back again within 
a few weeks when he received 
an appointment on the staff of 
Sir Stanley Colville. 

It is reported that the young 
Prince did not discontinue his 
efforts to obtain a certificate of 
good health in order that he 
might return to active service 
aboard a battleship and towards 
the end of that winter he was 
named an Acting-Lieutenant on 
the batleship Malaya, which 
was then in the Fifth Battle 
Squadron at Scapa Flow. lie 
served in the gun turrets of 
that ship for several weeks in 
spring and throughout the sum¬ 
mer. In November, 1917, his 
sufferings became unbearable 


and after a consultation be¬ 
tween fou r famous physicians 
and surgeons, namely, Lord 
Dawson of Penn, Colonel Sir 
Hugh Rigby, Sir Stanley Hew- 
ett and Sir Frederick Treves, it 
was decided that the duodenal 
ulcer require immediate sur¬ 
gical operation which was des¬ 
tined to end his career as an 
officer in the permanent Navy. 

When he recovered sufficient 
strength, h e returned to war 
service and within a short time 
his natural aptitude for engin¬ 
eering and mechanical work re¬ 
sulted in an appointment in the 
Royal Naval Air Service at the 
station at Oranwell where he 
remained from February to 
July in 1918. When the Royal 
Naval Air Service was amalg- 
amated with the Royal Flying 
Corps, King George the Sixth 
became an officer in the newly 
created Royal Air Force, hold¬ 
ing the position of a captain, 
lie served with distinction at 
th € a * r bases at Hastings, Shorn 
cliffe and Nancy, France, where 
he happened to !>e on active 
duty as a member of the stall 
of General Sir Hugh Trenchard, 
who later became Marshall of 
the Royal Air Force, when the 
hlxppy news reached him that 
an Armistice had been signed.
